It had a hood on its hceid. Tlite was 
jiol removed till the prey was sighted 
A lure, wlUcli was Just a bunch of 
Xeatliers was used to got the falcon to 
como back with its prey. High flying 
hawkK wore hard to train and only 
nobles wore allowed to owii them 
There wore complicated rules and it 
was reduced to a science by the many 
toniliscs on tho subject.

The glory surrounding the achieve- 
ments in the early Krplornllon of 
-Vorth .America can never be dimmed 
by later achievements in ccploration 
aver.-cd .Mi.s? .M.issy-Hayly in express- 
ing her ad-mlration for tlie enterprise 
that had mode these early explora- 
tions possible. Miss Massy-Bayly'e pa- 
per delt particularly with the «pc 
ditionti of John and Sebastian Cmbot, 
and of Jacque-s Cartier, but the earlier 
dlscoveiles of i.oints In Xorth America 
were first delt with. 

One of the earliest discoveries of 
North America, on record is that of. 
the l^gendarj' voyage of some Chinese 
s&llorï who in 446 were driven by ac- 
cident to its shores naming tte new 
found Injid the "land of Mark*d bod 
ie."-" presumatily refening to th« In- 
dian habit' of taleoinc. 

More definite and more Interesting 
are t.lc voyages of the Icelander VIk 
ingg. In 874 the Danes had cokmiz^d 
Iceland as a base for their exploration 
eniepprlscs, and the well known names 
of Dric the Red and I>lef Brleson are 
recorded in the history of ihete voy 
ages westward. Uefs name is associât 
cd with a landing made at Labrador 
liul :nore is known al>out a landing 
made farther south upon the North 
American coast about 1001. This now 
ly fliscovpred land was tenncd Vine 
land aiid is thus recorded to the Norse 
ages, effort* being made in 1007 to es- 
tablish a permanejit settlement, 
thougli this cxijerlment failed. 

By Uie time the Caliots began their 
e.\ploratlons "ilie Vlneland tradition 
bad btoii forgotten". Miss Mà«8y-Bay- 
ly stated, "so that the i-udisco very of 
North Aimcrlca liad all the charm .jf 
novelty". After Columbus, faboi was 
the first to make his rediscovery, John 
Cabot was a Genoi.se by birth, and 
Vt-neiiaii by adoption. He was a.n ad- 
vent urei and oxplorer in»plred by the 
"conceipllon of wealth" of the far east 
and the conséquent desire to find a 
shorter toute to India ajid China lliaii 
liiul hiihi;rio bi en liiiowii. Tiie Heiiais- 
saii(;i- wi... .Ml iiuportaut factor in the 
.sjjiead 0/ grojsraphlcal study. 

Ca|boi obtained a charter froin King 
IJenry Vil m 148G authorizing him 
to claim in the name of England "All 
such islBJids. moliilaiids, .:astloï. towns 
vjl!a«e.s, etc", that he should discover 
giving ttlj ti,(. <-|ory of the discoveries 
to Henry, whilst he ahould have to 
pa^• a stated pioportion of all weoJth 
'gained to the king. . r 

Tho Charted continues in this strain 
tliioiighoui. The first voyage, undor- 
taJien by Cabot under this charier, was 
made in 1497 and It Is uncertain whe- 
ther his sons accompanied Iiiju. This 
Voyage lasted three month." and on 
hit; U'lurn he waj: rewarded by tlie 
King with tKe Pjincely sum of £0. 
Several of Cabots conicmiiorios wrote 
home to Italy, at Ui/s time; tellLo^ of 
Cabot's explorations, discovery and re- 
ward. The glory of this voyage of ex- 
ploration waa taken by his son Sebas- 
tian however. The second voyage fol- 
lowed In J798 by Jolvn Cabot olono 
with six ships Olid at his own coat, 
though not much Intorost was taikpn 
in this voyage at tho time. 

Tlie last of the early explorers with 
whom Cabot dealt was Jacques Cartier 
who in ,1491 made his first voyage of 
North Aanorica— with .two ships and 
66 men he readied iho Strait of Belle 
Isle.

Necessity for Careful Insulla 
tion in Stills 
Stressed 



"Recent Developments in the Tech- 
nique of Fractional Distillation on the 
f>iboratory Scale" was the subject of 
a talk doilvered laat night in the Chc- 
mlstiy nullding by Mr. 11. W. John- 
ston. The talk w.-ls one of a series of 
lectures that arc being held every week 
by the Chemlcnl Society. 

.Mr. Johnston fiisl dealt with tho 
dcvelopniciilH of the theory, using 
Voung'.s "Distillation. Principles and 
r'rocesses" as his basis. This book 
tre-tts the procès from the standpoint 
of physical chemlstry-iv' ;■ - : ' 

In most cases It Is difflciilt to .iret 
continuous v-arlations of Ikuiid 
.ind vapour phases in laboratojy col- 
tmiii.«, said Mr. .fohnston. Sevoral 
methods have been tried, Including re- 
flux In the use of wire gauzes, but 
till.": is difficult- to i-eeulate. 

W. K. Lewis, In his treatment of the 
-subject, procci-ds on the assumption 
thai in most cases one gets a succes- 
sion of chambers one above the other, 
which are tei*med plates. In each of 
theec chambers equilibrium Is attain- 
ed between the liquid and the vapour 
phase. On this .account it is desirable 
to treat the proce«s by the summation 
of finite differences rather by interra- 
tion. Ssverat form'ull were developed 
which showed that in a well Insulated 
coltinin, the atnmiiit of liquid return- 
ed to the system (Which is called re- 
flux) ibeftrs a fixed proportion to the 
■product dlMlII«d. ' - - ■ - 

The composition of the liquid and 
■vupoar may be predicted accurately. 
In thla way, for any given reflux ratio, 
the number of iriates nccossary to ef- 
fect a de»lred purity of product m-ty 
be computed, and compared with the 
height of a panfced column or a num- 
ber of plates In any actual column. 
Data was »Ivcn as to the relative ef- 
ficiencies of various types of columns.

ASKS ABOLITION OF 
COLLEGES 




Charges that Colleges Exist 
Only to Create Jobs 



Ann Arbor, Mich. Nov. 24.— (By Ex 
change Service)— n. W. Springer, 
auditor of the University of Miclii 
gan, urged the abolition of all 
s<Aiools and colleges In thé state unl- 
vcrslly, In an address bufor« tho Aa- 
socialion of Oovei-ning Boards of 
Unlyersltles ond Allied' Institutions 
recently. 

Ho ohar^îfwl tluii the o'.iief funoiion 
of most sohooi.-i and colleges Is to 
creaii- jobs tiir somebody; and that 
the deans of these schools do prac 
tically nothing except occupy u pri 
vate offoeSfeafe^- 

He ttdvocateo the creation of de 
paitmenl.'j to he largely under the 
control of an elective cummiltee pf 
three persons sonrlng without extra 
connpensatlon in place of a dean. 

He also proposed a "president's 
co.binet" which would be composed of 
eight mombors beside the president. 
Tho membership would consist of the 
rogisù-or ond recorder dean of 
leaching, dean of men ajid dean of 
women, librarian, director of student 
health and physlciU wofare, director 
of publlcily, dean of rosearch, and 
directors of public contractu. 

Springer pointed out thai deans 
and their subordinates think only in 
terms of their particular school and 
do not consider the unlver.slty a.a n 
whole: and Uliat tlioy build up for 
themselves false prestige.

In conclusion he hoped that™fiS|l 
passing of th.; amendment would give 
a new pride to Canadians In. tho free- 
{•om ef their country. 
, The next speaker was Hon. Bernard 
Atexindor. He considered that tho 
Bill of th* evening If passed wotîtd 
mark the clima.x of all the amend- 
ments which have been passed since 
Confederation. Canada Is an inda- , 
pendent nation in the League of Na- 
tions, and she .signed the Versailles 
Treaty as a .leparate power so why 
should she not have the right to 
amend her own constitution or to da- 
liver final Judgments on her own 
ca»aa. 

The appointment of a minister to 
Washington will mark a new opoch| 
in which Canada will havo her own 
foreign representatives. 

K. S. Budden then arose for tho 
Opposition.

I'or months the debaters study the 
subject They cast and recast ' their 
speeches. Every sentence must be 
pregnant with argument. Every un- 
necessary word must be expunged; 
Finally the speeches are learnt by 
heart and carefully rehearsed.

Our first con 
tact with the packed and solentlfie ar 
gnnnent ot a well-trained team fill<.Ml 
us with dismay.
